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No. 54, Edenton, it was Resolved , That any pe- 
cuniary charge, by a Master or Chaplain, for 
discourses or lectures delivered, is highly un- 
masonic, and ought not to be allowed. 

Brother Jacocks presented a petition from 
Davie Lodge, No. 39, requesting a lecturer or 
lecturers to be appointed for the purpose of in- 
troducing an uniform and correct mode of work- 
ing throughout the state. 

On motion of Brother Backhouse Bell , Or- 
dered, That a committee be appointed to exam- 
ine the proceedings of Williams Lodge, work- 
ing by dispensation. — Referred to Bros. Bell, 
Dismukes and Williams. 

On motion of Brother Boylan , Ordered , That 
a committee be appointed to ex amine the Trea- 
surer’s accounts ; and that Brother Brick- 
house Bell, form that committee. 

Brother Brickhouse Bell , proposed for deci- 
sion the question « whether a charter from the 
Grand Lodge, authorizes subordinate Lodges 
to work higher than the third Degree of Ma- 
sonry.” — Referred, with instructions, to report 
thereon, to a committee consisting of the M. W. 
Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, and 
Grand Junior Warden, pro tem ,

Brother Boylan laid before the Grand Lodge 
the petition of the Officers and Members of 
Friendship Lodge, by dispensation, (Missis- 
sippi Territory,) praying for a Charter ; ac- 
companied by a transcript ©f proceedings. 

On motion, Ordered , That a committee be ap- 
pointed to examine said proceedings and report 
immediately thereon ; and that Brothers Boy- 
lan, Cooke and M’Neill, form said committee. 

After retiring, the committee reported that 
in their opinion it is not expedient at this time 
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to issue a Charter $ which report was concur- 
red in. 

Brother B. Bell , appointed to examine the 
Treasurer’s books, reported that the accounts 
and vouchers were found to be correct, and a 
sum remaining in his hands, Dec. 1, 1815, of 
£ 398 11 1-2 ; which report was concurred in. 

On motion, Ordered, That a new dispensa- 
tion be issued to Friendship Lodge, Mississippi 
Territory, and that the Grand Secretary write 
to the Secretary of said Friendship Lodge, in- 
forming them of the causes leading to a rejec- 
tion of their petition for a Charter ; and ask- 
ing further documents respecting the suspen- 
sion of their late Master. 

Brother B. Bell , from the committee appoint- 
ed to examine the transcript of proceedings of 
Williams Lodge, (by dispensation,) reported* 
That in the opinion of the committee, it would 
be proper to grant said Lodge a Charter. This 
report was concurred in, and a Charter order- 
ed to be issued. 

Brother Lucas , from the committee appoint- 
ed to enquire into the subject of furnishing the 
New Hall, reported a resolution, appointing a 
committee to superintend said work, with au- 
thority to draw upon the Grand Treasurer for 
any sums not exceeding tw T o hundred dollars. 
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Agreed to, and a committee appointed consist- 
ing of Brothers Robert Williams, Calvin Jones 
John Winslow and Alexander Lucas. 

The Grand Lodge, after ordering an ad- 
journment until Monday evening, was closed 
in peace and harmony.

The Grand Lodge proceeded to the election 
of officers, for the ensuing year, when the M. 
W. G. M. JOHN LOUIS TAYLOR, was re- 
elected, unanimously. Grand Master. 

R. W. G. S. W. CALVIN JONES, was re- 
elected unanimously ; as was also the R. W. G. 
J. W. WI1LLIAM MILLER. 

Brother ALEXANDER LUCAS was re- 
chosen Secretary ; and the R. W. WILLIAM 
BOYLAN, re-elected Grand Treasurer. 
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The committee appointed at a former meet- 
ing, on the question, “whether under a charter 
from the Grand Lodge ofNorth-Carolina, sub- 
ordinate Lodges may work higher than the 
third Degree of Masonry,” was, on motion of 
Brother Lucas, discharged from the further 
consideration thereof. 

The Grand Lodge then adjourned sine die 9 
and was closed in harmony and with due so- 
lemnity.
